Low pay means low morale 
as several police officers quit 


When they approve the 
( city budget for the coming 
year tonight, as they must, 
ihe Bele Glade City 
Commissioners will have 
come to a decision problem 
which could affect the police 
protection and services ‘in 
the city. 
Over the past six weeks, 
eight frontline office:

The phoblem is that while 
the officers aren't getting 
paid as much as mostother 
municipalities in Palm. Beach 
County, with at least one 
city paying a dollar more on 
te hour, the city is faced 
with a budget with very 
little fat in any area which 
i could be trimmed to allow 
| more lean anywhere else. 

However they handle the 
situation, and as of press 
time, there was no indication 
| on whether the city would 

accept or reject the reques 
led 12 per cent pay hike for 
police officers, a decision will 
have been made and the city 
will have to live with it.

Vote is unfair 


The results of the second primary Tuesday 
Should convince anyone. 

With the attitude of the courts being what it 
is today, there is only one way to assure 
ourselves of representation and a fair shake on 
the county commission and the school board. 

A person running for office in a 
district should be voted for within that district, 
"по countywide. Had that been the case 
Tuesday, the look of the general election would 
have been entirely different. 

And sooner or later, that same lesson is 
going to be brought home to residents of other 
areas of the county. 

There is no good reason why, when the 
people in district five have Chosen а 
overwhelmingly, that that 


representative 
decisión should be reversed by a heavy block 


vote in the retirement 
communities on the coast. 

There is only one saving grace in the resu)ts 
of that election. With any kind of luck, the 
people in the Glades might wake up to the fact 
they're gong to have to throw all their support 
behind the only other Glades candidate left on 
Nov. 2.

“Break that 
down and it means that 
every officer handled 2,000 
cases on an average. That 
comes out to 40 cases a 
week.” 

Goodlett explained what 
that means when he said 
that officers in most cities 
are usually relieved from 
other duties during their 
tour of duty after а 
complaint so they сап 
complete the paperwork. 

He said he has often seen 
Belle Glade patrolmen with 
five or six complaints they 
still had to make dut reports 
on at the end of their shifts. 
That means the officer may 
be required to stay as many 
as four hours past his 
normal quitting time just to 
complete the paperwork 
usually without pay. 

An idea of how hard the 
problem will be to unravel 
enough to satisfy everyone 
сап be gotten when it is 
realized that the city spends 
slightly more оп police 
salaries than it takes in by 
ad valorem taxes.

If Glades voters generally went along with the 
rest of Palm Beach County in the first primary, 
there was a decided difference in the second primary 
Tuesday as they turned out in much heavier 
numbers than county-wide. 

With 53 per cent of the Glades voters turning 
Out, compared to some 35 per cent around the 
county, votes in the Belle Glade, South Bay and 
Lake Harbor areas ran contrary to the rest of the 
county in the school millage referendums and in 
three of the hotly contested partisan races in the 
county. 

The most glaring difference in the results came, 
naturally enough, in the race which affected the 
Glades the most. In the district she will represent if 
she wins Nov. 2, Mrs. Е. L. "Betty" Jordan won 
418 votes to Oscar Shackelford's 2,036, only 17 per 
cent of those voting in the race and less than 12 per 
cent of the total number who voted. 

Mrs. Jordan, who rented an apartment in 
Pahokee the day after she qualified to run in the 
race, will face former Belle Glade Commissioner and 
Mayor Bill Bailey in the Nov. 2 general election, 

Countywide, she defeated Shackelford by a 
margin of more than 2,000 votes. 

The Glades voters also disagreed with the 
county as a whole in the District One County 
Commission race, choosing James “Bucky” 
McGann over Mrs. Peggy Evatt by a vote of 1,201 
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Under pressure (гот 
approximately 40 residents 
of Whitaker Road, the Belle 
Glade City Commission 
decided Monday that con- 
tractor Roe -Steele would _ | 
have to tind another way to 
deliver fill rock to x building 
site at the far.end of the 
deadend road.

Darden by a margin of 1,581 to 1, In the Belle 
Glade-South Bay-Lake Harbor area, however 
vote went the other way, with Darden taking: the 
decision 1,091 to 1,040. 

Voters in the Glades also disagreed with the 
of the county by voting down the millage 
requested by the school board. The 
increase was voted down, 965-759 and the 0.6 
increase, which will go to air condition the schoo 
in the county, was voted down in the Glades by 961 
to 688. Both measures passed in the countywide 
balloting.

GOLDCOAST GARDENER 


With our weather begin- 
ning to get a little cooler 
with the onset of autumn, 
many homeowners in addi- 
tion to vegetable gardening 
also are interested їп 
planting strawberries. Here 
in our area usually October 
and November is the best 
time to begin planting 
strawberries and most gar- 
den supply stores or outlets 
that sell plants will have 
strawberry plants available 
the first part of October. 


There is not a great deal 
of variety in the kinds of 
strawberries that can be 
raised successfully since we 
have a high amount of 
problems associated with 
growing them. ‘Florida 90° 
has long been the best 
variety for our area but 


Frozen food 


"When in doubt, 
throw it out" 


It's hard to know when to 
use frozen food that's 
thawed. The only safe rule 
to follow is "When in doubt, 
throw it out.” says Mrs. 
Arlen C. Jones, Extension 
Home Economics Agent. 


But not all frozen foods 
that are thawed need to be 
thrown away, If the frozen 
food package still contains 
some ice erystals or it is 
very cold (about 40 degrees) 
it may safely be refrozen.

Mrs. Jones advises to be 
especially careful with meat

recently two. new varieties, 
"Tioga' and 'Sequioa, have 
become available. Both 
these varieties are better 
tasting probably then ‘Flor- 
ida 90 but they аге 
unfortunately in short sup- 
ply in many areas of the 
state. It is not recommend- 
d that northern varieties or 
varieties obtained from out 
of state sources be planted 
because many of these are 
not resistant to our local 
diseases and do not produce 


enough berries to make 
their cultivation worth 
while. 


In planting strawberries 
you should plant them in full 
sun in a rich, well-drained 
soil. If the soil is especially 
sandy it should be enriched 
with organic matter such as 
peat moss, manures or 


have a lot of bacteria 
present without your beingy 
able to notice an off odor. 
. Jones says you can 
refreeze fish, shellfish, vege 
tables or cooked food if more 
than half of the package is 
still full of ice érystals. 
Fruits are safer foods. If 


they thaw but still smell 
d taste good, you can 
refreeze them. aution: 


you should mark refrozen 
food and use it as soon as 
possible. 


compost. Make sure that 
{һе drainage is very 
excellent and if you have 
any doubts the strawberries 
should be planted on small 
raised, four to six inches 
high, beds. 

‘Since most people will buy 
their plants, it is important 
that they be set in the 
ground "properly. — Plant 
them so that the crowns are 
емай with the surface of the 
soil abd make sure that the 
sou Ís-paeked firmly around 
the plants, If not you may 
have air pockets formed 
which would allow the roots 
to dry out. In no cases 
should you cover the bud or 
crown of the plant since this 
invariably leads to a rot and 
to loss of the plant. 

After the plants have 
been planted and gotten 
established, many times it is 
beneficial to mulch them and 
the beds to keep the berries 
clean, to conserve moisture 
and prevent weed growth. 
Any type material may be 
used as a mulch but the 
most соттоп materials 
would# be grass clippings, 
leaves, pine needles or even 
black plastic. 

During the growing sea- 
son it is desirable to make 
two or three applications of 
a fertilizer such as а 4-8-8, 
8-88 or 6-6-6 at the rate of 
two to five pounds per 100 
square feet. Part of the 
application may be broad- 
cast over the entire area 
before planting if desired. 


After the plants are growing 
it-is usually desirable “to 
apply the fertilizer in ‘a’ 
narrow band on either side: 
of the plants. 

There are several typesiof: 
insects and diseases thait- 
attack strawberries ant 
these can be controlled "f 
caught in the early stages. 
The most,serious disease is a 
rot of the root or crown, 
Regular sprays of fungicides’ 
such as Captan, Benlate or, 
Copper will help prevent’ 
these diseases. 

Insects may occasionally, 
attack the foliage and the 
berries. For mite control 
Kelthane is satisfactory: and 
for the other types | 
problems Malathion or Dia-' 
zinon usually give effective 
control. : 

It is also desirable to treat 
for nematodes before plant 
ing strawberries to reduce 
damage to the root system 
caused by their feedin 
Several types of nematicide:

Additionally, this 
six months period must 
begin after the insurance has 
been applied for and the 
policy must be on a premium 
paying basis during that 
period. 

Waiver of premiums is not 
granted automatically. The 
insured, or someone acting 
on his behalf, must make an 
application for the waiver. If 
the insured died without 
filing a claim for waiver of 
premiums, proof of total 
disability and the claim must 
be filed by the principle 
beneficlary within one year 
after the insured's death. 
Refunds of premiums 
already paid are uusually 
limited to one year prior to 
the filing of the claim. 

For insurance purposes, 
“total disability” means that 
there is an impairment of 
mind or body which con- 
tinuously prevents the 
veteran from gaining 
meaningful employment.
